The Musart series opens with a charming performance of 
seasonal music. The St. Paul’s Episcopal Church Handbell Choir and The St. Paul’s Episcopal Church Choir 
(with soloists and an instrumental ensemble) under the direction of Karel Paukert perform throughout the 
Museum in this not-to-be-missed Annual Holiday Concert. 

e Sunday, Jan. 25, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. Quarteto José White. One of the finest quartets from Latin America 
makes its Cleveland debut with a program of rarely heard works by Latin composers. The performance 
includes works by Arturo Marquez, Ernesto Lecuona and José White. 

e Sunday, April 4, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. The University Circle Wind Ensemble. Gary Ciepluch, director; Elise 
Bower, oboe; Marshall Griffith, piano and Karel Paukert, organ. The ensemble will perform the electrifying 
works of Eric Ewazen, Down a River of Time; Dave Brubeck, arr. Marshall Griffith, Jazz Impressions of New 
York; Gunther Schuller, Symphony for Brass and Percussion and Albert de Klerk, Concerto for Organ and 
Brass Sextet. 

e Sunday, April 25, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. Benjamin Britten’s Canticles. The Church of the Covenant Choir and 
guest instrumentalist, Todd Wilson perform Britten’s five canticles which were written over a period of 30 


years. Each is in some way religiously inspired and takes the form of an extended song or miniature opera.

Sunday, Feb. 8, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. marcolivia duo. Marc Ramirez, violin, with Olivia Hajioff violin/viola. 
The husband and wife duo has performed around the world and established themselves as master musicians “It 
was impossible to come away from the concert unimpressed by their technical wizardry,” —The Baltimore 
Sun. The duo will perform works by Barték, Martini, Takemitsu and Wieniawski. 

Sunday, Feb. 29, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. Imani Winds. Valerie Coleman, flute; Toyin Spellman, oboe; Mariam 
Adam, clarinet; Jeff Scott, french horn; Monica Ellis, bassoon. The members of Imani, which literally means 
“faith” in Swahili want to push the boundaries of the traditional wind quintet. The ensemble has created a 
unique style of music by combining European and African musical traditions, exploring repertoire from 
diverse cultural backgrounds and reflecting upon their rich experiences as classical musicians of color. 
Wednesday, March 31, 2004, at 7:30 p.m. Lambert Orkis, pianist, electronics. Known to most as a member 
of the Smithsonian Trio and Anne Sophie Mutter’s accompanist, Orkis is also an accomplished soloist who 
“explores” the outer reaches of piano literature. He presents an exhilarating new program that combines the 
powers of the acoustic piano and the Kurzweil synthesizer to expand the breadth of keyboard expression in 
works composed for him by James Primosch and Richard Wernick. 

Wednesday, April 28, 2004, at 7:30 p.m. First-prize winner at the Cleveland International Piano Competition 
in 2001, Robert Plano returns to the Gartner stage for a recital of works by Liszt, Jana¢ek, Rachmaninoff and 
others. “The 23-year-old artist treats the keyboard like the cast of a bel canto opera performing romantic arias.

Jacobs gained national attention as a concert organist 
in 2000, shortly after his 23 birthday, when he performed the complete organ works of J.S. Bach in 14 
consecutive evenings in New York City and Philadelphia. Jacobs is the youngest person ever appointed to the 
faculty of the Juilliard School. Cleveland debut. 

Sunday, Feb. 22, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. James Diaz, organ. Diaz is organist and choirmaster at St. Michael and 
All Angels Church in Dallas, one of the largest Episcopal churches in the United States. In his return to 
Cleveland, he offers a recital of works by J.S. Bach, Vierne, Dupré, and Langlais. 

Sunday, March 28, 2004, at 2:30 p.m. Lorraine Brugh, organ with Christopher Cock, tenor. Brugh is 
assistant professor of music, director of chapel music and university organist at Valparaiso University, holding 


the Frederick J. Kruse Endowed Chair in Church Music.
